CLASSIFIED PROTEST have been togbther for 2 1/2 
years on and off, with various lineup changes and a 
number of name changes. The lineup at the moment is 
Wedge— drums, Footy—bass, Kirk—guitar, and Pig— 
vocals. They have recorded 2 demos - one with a 6 
track in March 1984 and a 10 track in November 1984. 

They'pe played with AD NAUSEAM and the WOUNDED in 
Portsmouth and with local bands - IMPACT, SOLDIER 
DOLLS, PERJURY, SUREALIST DREAM, AND FOREIGN LEGION. 

Also in the Combat Armagedon in Presteige with bands 
like - VICIOUS RUMOURS and CONDEMNED 04 but it turned 
out to be a terrible gig where someone got stabbed. 

CLASSIFIED PROTEST would never play in such a set up 
again. . .CLASSIFIED PROTEST think the idea of anarchy 
is good but it will take too longto come about but 
they wouldn’t put anyone down for fighting for it. 

They disagree with mindless crowd violence which 
spoils gigs. There lyrics are on all sorts of things 
like - a hit and run car accident to the normal sort 
of things like unemployment and punks and skins unit¬ 
ing.
